amendments hereinafter contained, be continued until the First day of 
November One thousand eight hundred and Forty-nine, and from 
thence until the End of the then next Session of Parliament, save and 
except so much of the said recited Acts or either of them as relates 
to the appointment by the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor 5 
or Governors of Ireland of a Medical Officer or Officers for each 
and every Union for the relief of the destitute poor, and to the 
salaries of such Medical Officers, and save and except so much of 
the said secondly-recited Act as relates to the payment of expenses 
incurred by Relief Committees under the said Act out of the funds at to 
the disposal of the Relief Commissioners therein mentioned. 

And be it Enacted, That the provisions of the said recited Acts 
and of this Act shall extend and he taken and construed to extend to 
all contagious or epidemic diseases. 

And be it Enacted, That if, after the passing of this Act, the 15 
Commissioners of Health, or any Two of them, shall certify to the 
Lord Lieutenant their opinion that the appointment of a Medical 
Officer or Medical Officers for any electoral division or divisions 
or other district of any Union is expedient and necessary on 
account of the existence therein of any fever or other contagious 20 
or epidemic disease, it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to 
appoint from time to time, as he may see fit, during the pleasure of 
such Lord Lieutenant, a Medical Officer or Medical Officers for such 
electoral division or divisions or district of an Union, at such reason- 
able salaries, to be paid quarterly, or at such times as he may direct, 25 
and thereupon to cause such appointment to be signified to the Com- 
missioners for administering the laws for the relief of the destitute poor 
in Ireland ; and every such Medical Officer shall be removable to any 
other Union or district, and his appointment as aforesaid for any 
such electoral division or divisions or district shall cease as soon as in 30 
the opinion of the said Commissioners of Health, or of the Lord 
Lieutenant, the assistance of such Medical Ofl[icei' therein shall have 
become unnecessary. 

And be it Enacted, That whenever any such appointment of a 
Medical Officer shall have been made by the Lord Lieutenant as afore- 35 
said, the Commissioners of Health shall from time to time transmit to 
the Commissioners for administering the laws for the relief of the 
destitute poor their certificate, to be also countersigned by the Chief 
or Under-Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant, specifying the amount 
from time to time due for the salary of each such Medical Officer ; 4° 
and such last-mentioned Commissioners shall transmit such certificate, 
with their seal annexed thereto, to the Board of Guardians of the 
Union comprising the. division or district for which such Medical 

Officer 
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Officer shall have been appointed ; and such Guardians shall and 
are hereby required to pay to such Medical Officer, out of the rates 
of such Union, the amount specified in such certificate, and to charge 
the^same against the Union at large. 

5 And be it Enacted, That it shall not be lawful for the Poor Law 
Guardians of any Union to pay out of the rates raised or to be raised 
off such Union, the cost of any medicine, nourishment, clothes, bed- 
ding or other necessaries, or the rent of any hospital or dispensary, 
respectively provided under the authority of the said first-recited Acts, 
io or either of them, or this Act, or the expense of conveying anv poor 
person to any such hospital, or of the maintenance of any such poor 
person therein, or any other expenses incurred in carrying out the 
provisions of the said first-recited Acts or this Act (the salary of the 
Medical Officer or Officers excepted), unless the same shall be 
1 5 certified by Three members of the Committee having the management 
thereof. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Commis- 
sioners of Health to require every or any Committee having the 
management or dispensary to be appointed under the said recited 
$0 Acts or either of them, or this Act, to submit to them, when and as 
often as they may judge the same to be necessary, estimates of the 
probable expenditure, and accounts and vouchers of the expenditure 
actually incurred, for any hospital or dispensary, and to regulate 
and control such expenditure, and to disallow any portion thereof 
95 improperly or unnecessarily incurred. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Commis- 
sioners of Health to make orders for the regulation and management 
of hospitals or dispensaries under the said recited Acts or this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That whenever in any Union in Ireland the 
30 approach or occurrence of any fever or contagious or epidemic disease 
shall be reasonably apprehended or expected, it shall be lawful for the 
Commissioners for administering the Laws for the Relief of the 
Destitute Poor in Ireland, upon the receipt of a certificate of the 
Commissioners of Health of the expediency or necessity thereof, to 
35 require the^ Board of Guardians of such Union to appoint a Com- 
mittee or Committees for the whole or any part of such Union, for 
the purpose of taking precautions against such expected or apprehended 
disease ; and the said Board of Guardians shall thereupon forthwith 
proceed to appoint such Committee or Committees ; and the several 
40 enactments in the said recited Acts or either of them contained with 
respect to the powers of any Relief Committee, or the Committee 
having the management of any hospital or dispensary, and to the 
punishment of any person resisting or opposing the execution of the

And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Commis- 
sioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Destitute Poor, at 
any time to order that any such Committee appointed as lastly herein- 
before provided shall be dissolved ; and thenceforth all the powers of 
such Committee shall cease. 1 0 

And be it Enacted, That in any case where there shall not be 
a Relief Committee, the Board of Guardians by or under whom 
any Hospital or Dispensary shall be established or provided under 
the said Acts, or this Act, shall have and may exercise like poweis and 
authorities as any Relief Committee under the said secondly -recited 15 
Act ; and the provisions of the said Act shall be applied to suen 
Guardians or to the Committees or persons acting under their 
authority. 

And be it Enacted, That no guardian, paid officer, member] of any 
Committee under the said recited Acts or either of them, or this Act,, 20 
or other person in whose hands the providing for, ordering, manage- 
ment, control or direction of any hospital or dispensary, or of medical 
relief under the provisions of this Act, shall or may be placed, shall, 
either in his own name or the name of any other person, provide, 
furnish or supply for his own profit any materials, goods or provisions 2 5 
for the use of any such hospital or dispensary, or for affording such 
medical relief during the time for which he or they shall retain such 
appointment, nor shall be concerned for his own profit directly or 
indirectly in furnishing or supplying the same, or in any contract 
relating thereto, under pain of forfeiting the sum of Fifty Pounds , 30 
with full costs of suit, to any person who shall sue for the same, 
by action of debt or on the case in any of Her Majesty’s Courts of 
Record at Dublin. 

And be it Enacted, That this Act may be amended or repealed by 
any Act' to be passed in the present Session of Parliament. 
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
